A Modal Farm 

A writer gives the following as his 
MMMMi of managing his IM acre farm: 
"My farm con, am. about one hundred 
acres of farming laud, most of w hich is 
limestone .oil, the balance sandy loam 
I have il fenced in four etpial parts, us 
nearly as |s»slble. Korconveiiietice.al 
the corner w here thev all join, I have a 
y.H.I well arranged to furni.h slock 
water lor each liel.l. I manage to keep 
My acres in cultivation, Il ft y in clover, 
each year as follows: -twenty-five in 
corn, twenty-live in wheat. When 
the com H cut off I seed this lieltl to 
wheal and Ihe followiug s|tring to 
clover. I aim to take a crop of MMM 
then a crop of wheat, then back lo 
clover in two years; ami I find this M 
us long a- clovei should stand to be 
protilahle. Hy this method I manage 
to keep the laud in a high state of cul- 
tivation without the use of commercial 
fertilizers. I raise stis-k enough to eat 
up all the surplus coru, hay. etc. I 
.tack the straw and ire. I arouml it ami 
loward spring I throw it down so the 
si. a-k can tramp it down. In this cou- 
diliou it rols much faster and is ready 
to haul out MMM. This manure I 
spread ill the ptsirest places wheu 1 
have leisure ami it is giM>d hauling. Ky 
tloiug thi- I keep uearly everything on 
Ihe farm except the MMM wheal, 
w hich I market as MM us threshed, 
while it is iu the sacks. This saves a 
large per ceut. of shrinkage, besides 
extra handling, and you have the use of 
your money. Any Held I have will 
bring a gtssl crop. I always have 
clover stsl to pin in corn that hus laiu
